Prof. Butler of Chicago Univ ersity 
took up the stud> of Nathaniel Haw­ 
thorne Friday ev ening as Che fourth 
lecture in the course he is giv ing in 
Dixon. 
His lecture studies do not lag 
in interest for he has a faculty oi get 
ting at the heart of his subject 
in a 
way that appeals lo ewrv lov er of 
literature. 


Varying 
from his usual method 
Prof Butler’s lecture was 
in 
the 
nature of a class exercise, as lie 
pre­ 
ferred in this instance to study the 
traits of Hawthorne from actual read­ 
ing from his writings. Choosing“ Ethan 
Brand” as a representativ e illustra­ 
tion, he read the story entire, inter­ 
jecting numerous analytic and ex­ 
planatory remark s. 


After reading the 
opening 
para­ 
graph of the story 
Prof. Butler said 
tha t we lirst discov er tha t the writing 
is not a biography, nor history, but 
fiction. 
Therefore, we 
must study 
Hawthorne as a writer of 
fiction. 
There are 
fiv e 
points 
which 
are 
to 
be 
found 
in 
a 
good 
work 
of 
fiction. 
There 
must 
first 
to be a plot, thenleharaetors, thirdly 
some one central theme, fourth some 
sk illful handling of description 
and 
fifth sk illful handling of language. 
Tliis can be n adc the subject of v ery 
interesting study. The plot must be 
sustained in interest: the ev ents must 
be probable and lead to a strong, not 
a weak conclusion. 
There are two great classes of tie* 
tion: the Sherlock Holmes or Jules 
Verne style, where the interest is in 
the succession of ev ents and their 
nov elty, not in the characters; and 
another class where t he greatest int er­ 
est centers in the characters. 
Tills 
latter class is represented in the w rit­ 
ings ot 
Howells and Henry James. 
No author, howev er, acq uaints 
us 
with people as does Shak espeare. 
With 
reference 
to 
the 
term 
“ romance,” Prof. Butler said it was 
first purely geographical, representing 
the class of literature eminaiing trom 
Rome, from which city came 
.lie 
wandering story tellers and singers 
who entertained their hearers with 
tales of the unusual, the startling and 
the 
sentimental. 
The men 
and 
women of Howells and 
James are 
commonplace, just such as we see 
about us: so we call them w riters of 
t he realistic school. 
Some writers in the realistic school 
mak e the mistak e of think ing because 
they giv e us things a*, we k now them 
they must include the triv ial or the 
criminal and repulsiv e. 
For instance, 
Jane Austin deals with the

t iv ial detaiJs.

s iect his details from the things which 
i are worth notice and observ ation.

Of the iron horse. 
The men who take 
charge of an engine when it is brought 
to t he house are called ho«tlers.

sections into which they put the en­ 
gines are called stalls. 
Before an e n ­ 
gine goes out again it is groomed.

As soon as it, is cut off from t ho j 
train, t he engineer takes it straight 
to the roundhouse; or rather to the 
coal chutes adjoining the house. 
A t 
Clinton there are tittg-two of these 
chutes. 
The passenger may begin to be in­ 
terested right here, for he seems to be 
concerned in even this unlikely opera 
tion ol a railway. 
For instance, it 
used to be t he custom for an engineer, 
going with i.is engine toward the 
chutes, to blow his whistle as many 
times as he wanted tons of coal. Two 
whistles for two tons and three for 
t liree tous, and so on. 
Not so very long ago an engineer at 
St an wood, la.« blew his whistle live 
times as he approached the chutes, 
lie wanted five tons of coal. 
But. 
it happened that a freight train was 
standing on a track nearby and that 
its brakeman went out, as required, 
to protect the train by (lagging anv 
approaching engines. 
Now, the signal for a brakeman to 
come in to his train when the latter 
is ready to start is five whistles from 
the engine. 
This brakeman heard 


t h e live whistles for five tons of coal, 
but supposed it 
was their own en­ 
gineer whistling them to come in. 
They came. 
So, as fate would have 11, did anoth­ 
er train. 
q’here was a collision, and 
now there is a new rule. 
Engineers 
approaching the chutes bv daylight 
hold up a finger for each ton of coal 
needed. 
At night they signal with a 
lantern. 
Having brought his locomotive to 
the chutes, the engineer has finished 
his run. 
He steps down and 
out, 
merely giving the foreman 
of the 
house a paper stating what the engine 
needs in the wav of repairs. 
Meantime the hostlers let 
the re­ 
quired amount of coal into the tender 
and pass on to the sand tank. 
At the 
Clinton roundhouse they have storage 
capacity for 9,000 tons of sand. 
Not in the tank, 
of course. 
The 
bulk of the sand is kept in a s h e d 
from which it is run on small tlatcars. 
Before it is put 
into the tank it is 
dried by being inclosed 
with coils of 
st eam pipe, q'hen it is screened so as 
to remove even very tine gravel, and 
dropped into a hepper. 
q'hen thelman turns on the com­ 


p ressed air. 
At 
every 
turn 
in this 
great modern place one finds compres­ 
sed eir doing the work of a dozen men. 
In the ease of the sand the pressure 
of the air sends it living up through a 
six-inch iron pipe to the top of the 
tank, some tiftv feet above the grout d 
From this tank the engineer tills his 
sand box, just ;vn he takes water from 
the v* a ter tank. 
There are two water 
tanks, each with a capacity of r» krtOO 
gallons ofmnxe I water.
